of relief as he saw the name for which he 
had so long been watching.

Ic was, 
therefore, decided to drop the matter 
until Mr. Aslibunirir’s arrival, and a 
watchful eye hae been kept o|>en ever 
since for that gentleman. 
A card sent up by the scribe with 
tho request lor an interview was re­ 
sponded to by Mr. Ashburner himself, 
and the reporter found himself con­ 
fronted by a pleasant, intelligent-looking 
gentleman, of about 35 years of age, 
wearing a light-brown beard and pre­ 
senting, on the whole, a very attractive 
appearance. A couple of chairs were lo­ 
cated in a conv' nient corner and then 
the H e ra ld man asked what was the 
meaning of the mysterious Pittsburg 
dispatch.

I am not at linerty to 
give you any particulars regarding my 
mission, all that I can say being about as 
follows : I am considered an expert on 
oil and mineral matters, and for many 
years I was a member of the Geological 
Survey of Pennsylvania, and also fill the 
position of United States Geological 
Surveyor, which calls for an annual re­ 
port on the mineral resources of the 
country.

as an expert (or certain individuals, 
whose names I cannot give you and who 
are contemplating a big development of 
oil and natural gas wells.

I shall 
at once set out on my labois, the 
direction of which, I am not at liberty to 
reveal, and as an expert, will report to 
those who have engaged me, the most 
suitable placea in which to bore for wells 
of oil and gas—principally gas. W hether 
the report will ever be made public, I do 
not know, it is a private iransaction 
as far as I am concerned, and I 
could nat therefore divulge anything.

“ Gan you tell me whether the natural 
gas well alleged to have been found is 
north or south of this city?” was the 
next qnestion by the penciller. 
“ No, sir, I can not,” wan the firm re­ 
ply. “ By the way, I have heard that a 
‘professor’ you had here remarked that 
there is natural gas in every hill about 
the city. 1 do not wish to he very severe, 
but I must say that the public are rather 
too prone to accept the assertions of 
these self-dubbed professors, and had 
better wait for some substantial show­ 
ing.”

He is a cousin to tue lute Mr 
Ashburner, Professor of Mineralogy in 
the University of California, and his 
name is therefore well-known along the 
Pacific Coast, unart from his own official 
record. 


Tbt* Dispute Arlalnr Tbrough the 
, 
New Charter. 
The announcement that Mayor Bryson 
and several of the members of the pres­ 
ent City Council would refuse to give up 
their offices on the grourrda that the elec­ 
tion under the new Charter was illegal, 
created a good deal of comment on the 
streets yesterday. During »he afternoon 
Mayor-elect Hazard happened to drop 
into Mr. Bryson’s office and the topic 
came up between them for discussion. 
“ I’ll tell you what, H enry/’ said Mr. 
Bryson, “ Let u» put the m atter before 
good legal authority in the city a mil 
abide by their decision, or otherwise 
there may he a good deal of trouble 
ahead of us.” 
“ No, sir,” was 2%. Hazard’s reply, 
f have been elected and I am going to 
take my seat.” 
A Hkkai.d man set’ about the task of 
seeing wh t there was In the ob- 
jectioo, and having racked his drains 
in vain over constitutions, charters 
amendment» and a whole pile of legal 
paraphernalia he gave up the taek as 
hopeless, and betook himself to Judge 
Hutton’s chambers, for there w ar a 
rumor afloat that that gentleman had 
expressed it as his opinics» that the ob­ 
jection was well taken. 
“ Who said so?” remarked the legal 
luminary, when «he Bcribfe told him of 
tne report, “ I don’t wish you to express 
as my tn qualified opinion anything that 
I may say, for I have not yet bad time to 
look into the subject, but it is my 
impression that the election was con­ 
stitutional, and that there is nothing to ' 
prevent the n«w officers from taking 
their seats. 
W hat is the nature of the 
objections that are raised?” 
The Hr»ALD man explained" that the 
principal point was that the new Charter 
had been passed on simply a resolution 
of the Senate, whereas the other Charter 
went through as an act, and had, there­ 
fore, not been revoked. 
“ I do not think that the resolution 
part of it makes any difference,” said 
Judge Hutton ¡.“let ns see wbat the Con­ 
stitution says on the subject.” 
He took down one of his legal tomes 
and then another volume, labeled “An 
Amendment,” and read what they con­ 
tained His researches were to the effect 
that if the people of a city ratified a 
charter and sent it to the legislative body 
of the Siate, and’if that body passed it 
without am endm ent,it became the charter 
of that city.” Ido not think therefore, 
said the Judge, “that its being passed as 
a resolution matters, for it was certainly 
the sense of tho Legislature to put it 
through. 
On the point of the election I 
am therefore personally satisfied, but 
had you a^ked m e as to its clashing in 
some of its clauses with the Vrooman 
Act and the bond question, why they 
would be other propositions, for I have 
already expressed myself aB in favor of 
objections on thoso scores.” 
The scribe next visited Mayer Bryson’s 
office to see wbat the city’s chieftain in­ 
tended to do in the matter. 
“ I intend to take legal opinion,” said 
the executive, “ and will abide by their 
opinions. Till then I cannot tell whether 
I will contest the question or not.” 
A secret meotiog on the m atter was 
held last night by the Mayor and Coun­ 
cilman, but what transpired is not for 
publication. A stand one way or the 
other will r>e taken within the next 
twenty-four hours.

Ttae • Poet D ram atlque^ In Searafa 
at n Kick Wife. 
Arthur Debonair, the alleged “ poet 
and dram atist,” was arrested yesterday 
on the complaint of several prominent 
citizens that he was insane and was mak­ 
ing a nuisance of himself. This young 
man has been tried once before for insan­ 
ity, and was allowed to go free. It is a 
tolerably clear case that if the youth is 
not insane, he is guilty of a freshness 
which is little short of crim inal. He 
is a> paper-hanger by profession, and 
his father 
is 
a respectable citi­ 
zen. Some time ago he conceived 
the idea that he was a genius and 
worthy of all the beet that the world had 
to offer. He began to write poetry, with 
which he deluged the newspaper offices. 
He also turned out something which ho 
called a play ami put advertisements in 
■ he papers for its sale. He followed this 
by advertising for a wife, stating that he 
was a brilliant aud famous man, and de­ 
serving of a rich wife. About two rnonths- 
ago he determined to burry things a 
little and began to persecute various 
young ladies of well known families 
wi'h letters demanding appoinm entsand 
offering his hand in marriage. A prom­ 
inent man, wnoee daughter had been 
subjected to this annoyance, bad the fel­ 
low arres’ed and tried for insanitv. The 
commission freed him on a promise from, 
his father that he would reform and be­ 
have himself. 
For a time he was kept under control, 
but last week he began to break oat 
again and play the same game.

At the Coronado there are 
800 guests. For this hcstlery, Simon 
Maier, the butcher, ii shipping from this 
city m eat to the value of $1,000 a week. 
The small hotels in the country are all 
full where there are accommodations, 
comfortable and well kept. 
Why is this so? It is simply owing to 
the fact that about a month ago the 
unusually mild winter at the East broke 
and the prevailing fiae weather gave 
place to one of the most severe storms 
experienced in years. This drove the 
people from their homes in search of 
fine weather where they can exist in 
comfort and not be in hourly danger of 
losing their lives from uch severe cold. 
Another circumstance 
which 
drove 
them 
all 
here 
at 
this 
time 
is 
that 
they 
had 
no 
other 
refuge at this season. 
Had the storm 
come in December a great many of these 
climale-seekers might have gone to Flor* 
ida and gained relief for the time being. 
But in February no sane and intelligent 
person goes to that peninsula. By the 
end of that m onth or the beginning of 
March, the atmosphere there becomes 
heavy, muggy and insufferably close and 
warm. The invalid must get away or 
succumb, and the well man finds it better 
to brave the rigors of his northern spring 
weather than to endure the dose, heavy 
and hot atmosphere of the Florida coast. 
These circumstances have sent a great 
host of health hunters and climate-seekers 
to California during the past few weeks. 
YeBtcrday these faclB were fully dis­ 
cussed by Mr. Johnson, of the West­ 
minster Hotel, and Mr. A. H. Danker. 
Conversation turned on the Main and 
Tenth-street hotel, and, as usual, at the 
conclusion was reached without much 
argument that what Los Angeles now 
needed,above all things, isa caravansary 
of the most am ple commodiousness, of 
the most superb appointments, and of 
the most luxurious fittings. 
W ith such 
a hotel in Los Angeles there would be 
1,000 gueets here all the time. 
Here are 
nearly all the other attractions. 
Loa 
Angeles has a9 fine stores as there are in 
America, and the materfamilias here 
with her family can find a t rich supplies 
in as large variety and at as reason­ 
able 
prices 
as 
she 
can 
in New 
York, or Chicago. 
H ere are two first- 
class theaters at which all the very best 
attractions in the country appear. ’There 
is the Beashore at accessible distance to 
be reached at several points by many 
trainB a day. 
There are drives and 
walks and all means of am usement, and 
health-securing. 
In discussing the m atter later on with 
a H br a l d reporter the conclusion, which 
is obvious, was reached, that a fine hotel 
here would be quite as fully prosperous 
in snminer as in winter. The general 
opinion at the East is th at Los Angeles 
may be attractive indeed in the winter 
on account of its mild climate and opt 
excessive rainfall, bat that in summer 
it is rather sultry, and enervating. As 
Mr. Denker very em phatically asserted 
the opposite 
is the fact. Hi there is 
any advantage of 
one season over 
another here it is certainly in favor 
of the summer over the winter. For, if 
in the winter the tem perature varies at 
from the freezing point of water as an 
extreme now and then touched in the 
early morning hours in December or 
January, while the general winter range 
lies at 45 degrees as the lowest in the 
morning before sunrise to 60 or 65 de­ 
grees as the midday tem perature; so in 
summer, while the upper nineties may be 
reached for an hour or so in the forenoon 
of an exceptionally hot day, yet the 
usual summer range is between 70 and 
80 degrees in what is here regarded as 
really warm weather. 
It is also to be 
remembered the sum m er nights here are 
deliciously cool, the mercury ranging 
usually during bed hours at from 55 to 
65 degrees. 
Thus the mild winters here draw from 
the East when the mercury is frozen in 
the bulb, and in summer the same very 
moderate temperature would draw away 
from the excessive beat of the Gulf and 
Lake States if only the facts were as well 
understood in regard to the summers of 
this section as they are to the winter. 
In discussing the m atter, Mr. Denker 
and Mr. Johnson fully agreed that a great 
effort ought to be made to spread abroad 
all over the East and South a complete 
setting forth of the attractions of this 
section as to summer as well as winter 
resort. 
These are interesting subjects. The 
prosperity of the section largely depends 
on the building of the hotel and on the 
dissemination of knowledge regarding 
the climate th at makes Los Angeles so 
desirable a residence or reBort. 
Bui as 
the average citizen reads these consider­ 
ations set forth in words he will prob­ 
ably reflect, as the reporter does who 
has to write them for the thousandth 
tim e, these be bra*e words and true, but 
there are no words so sweet or unctuouB 
th at they will butter any fellow’s pars­ 
nips. It is well to discuss the hotel, and 
to descant on the climate, but words will 
never build the hotel, nor will any m an’s 
lungs serve to project these words across 
the bacxbone of the continent where 
there is so large and so aching a void for 
the knowledge they convey. 
It takes 
money to build the hotel, aud printers’ 
ink is not distributed gratis as a usual 
rule. 


T H E FIR ST OF MARCH.

A H krald reporter was passing along 
Spring street yesterday, and at the door 
of the Nadeau he encountered George 
Rice, of the Alhambra. 
Rice has been 
a resident of the semi-tropics too long to 
be termed a tenderfoot, and he has had 
his mind occupied for years with oran&e- 
growiog, climate, resources and develop­ 
ments. 
The reporter approached him and 
asked how things looked to him. He 
replied in substance: 
I do not see how they could appear 
otherwise than bright to any one. 
Do 
you begin even to realize that to-day is 
the first of March, that as you stand here 
in glowing sunshine, in an atmosphere 
whose temperature is 70 degrees,the whole 
East is still wrapped in a shroud of snow, 
fettered in ice, chilled with rough winds 
and generally suffering frcra the most 
severe of wintry weather? Did you real­ 
ize that the mercury last night did not 
sink below 50 degrees here, while all 
beyond the Rockies it ranged at from 
zero to perhaps 25 degrees below that 
point? Now that tells you the whole 
btory. So long as this climate is ours, 
and so long os that is theirs, population 
from the East must flow in hero in a 
wide and deep flood. The East has a full 
mfonth of the moBt trying and disagree­ 
able 
weather to look 
forward 
to, 
and then 
another m onth of show­ 
ery, 
slushy, 
chilly 
days 
with 
sjmo modicum of sunshine between the 
showers to be sure, but with more clouds 
than sun. 
While there is not a cloud in 


our skies, and while in the past two 
inontha there have been but a very few 
cloudy days, they must look wearily 
ahead for two months for the clonus to 
roll by. 
With these advantages in our 
favor, the growth and development c f 
this section is inevitable. 
I am hardly 
prepared to say how soon the present 
quiet in business will give place to an­ 
other rush ahead, bnt I am persuaded 
that it will not be a long time that we 
will have to wait. The peach trees and 
other fruit trees are all bursting out ¡ d 
bloom all over the section, while at the 
East a leaf will not burst forth for the 
next two months.

The two suits against Mrs. Laura M. 
Nadeau et ah, mentioned in yesterday’s 
H e r a l d , are quite interesting. The first 
is that of S. O. Houghton to recover $23,­ 
750 doe for attorneys’ fees. The com 
plaint alleges that on the 18th of Janu­ 
ary, 1887, Messrs. Houghton, Silent and 
Campbell were retained by Mrs. Laura 
M. Nadeau, Cora E. Bowell and Gertie 
A. White to to defend all suits brought 
against them to set aside the will of 
Remi Nadeau, who died on January 15: 
1887. The fee was to he $25,000. and oi 
this amount only $1,250 has been paid, 
leaving a balance 
of 
$23,750 
due. 
Plaintiff alleges that he did all the work 
he agreed to do, and asks judgment 
against the defendents for the amount 
due. An attachm ent was levied on the 
Nadeau hotel property to cover the 
amount. 
The second case was that of Jasper 
Harrell against Mrs. Laura M. Nadeau 
individually, S. B. Caswell, executor, 
and Mrs. Laura M. Nadeau, executrix of 
the will and testament of Kemi Nadeau, 
deceased, Joseph F. Nadeau, Marv R. 
Bell, J. H. Bell, Julia F. Tillon, G. A. 
Nadeau, Cora E. Powell, M. A. Powell, 
Gertie A. White, Wm. White, Francis 
vi. Eggleston, Simon Aaron, M. Siegel, 
II. E. Moore, H.W. Chase, Chas. Eaton, 
E. Dunham and W . J. Sullivan, to re­ 
cover $225.000 on a promissory note. 
The plaintiff alleges that on the 11th of 
November, 1886, Remi Nadeau delivered 
to him, for value received, a promissory 
note for $225,000 at 9 per cent, per year, 
payable on November 11, 1888, and, to 
secure the same, executed a mortgage on 
the hotel property on the corner of First 
and Spring streets. Remi Nadeau died 
on January 15, 1887, and the note, 
plaintiff claims, has not been paid. He 
asks that a receiver be appointed, and 
that the hotel be sold to satisfy hisclaim. 
Judge Clark appointed I. N. Moore re­ 
ceiver. and placed the case on the calen­ 
dar.

During th is la s t period h er progress has 
been m arvelous, not e v en th e groat city 
of th e n o rth h aving surp assed l?or in the 
fiTst decade of h e r existence, k t is th e 
rule th a t cities grow abnorm ally for a 
series ai years, and th en , irom some 
local or e x tran eo x s cause, a period of de- 
preesicn com es in to check th e forw ard 
m ovem ent. 
T h e grow th of San F rancis­ 
co from th e tim e of th e gold discovery, in 
184£, till 1858, wa9 w onderful. 
In the 
latter year cam e the flret g reat check and 
eet-back. 
T h e rush for th e F ra se r river 
was so g reat th a t property values were 
alm ost an n ihilated. 
Lots in w hat is 
now the business h eart of th e city w ent 
begging for purchasers at a few hundred 
dollars 
each . 
One 
th ousand dollars 
would buy a fifty-vara lot a t th at tim e 
w ithin a block of th e B aldw in H otel. 
This depression lasted for several years, 
an d th e basis of som e of th e large for­ 
tunes in th a t city w ere laid during th at 
period. 
San Francisco did n o t really get 
well on th e up-grade again until about 
1803, 
w hen 
the 
w onderful 
out­ 
put of th e C om stock m ines brought 
to the Bay a great stream of w ealth. The 
city then took its second s ta rt, and grew 
apace until 1866-9, w hen th e com pletion 
of the overland railroad h a d th e un­ 
looked-for resu lt of paralyzing business, 
and it was n ot until several years of hard 
experience h ad elapsed th a t the m er­ 
chants of San Francisco adjusted th em ­ 
selves to th e new com petition th at had 
come in upon them , an d began to again 
build up the com m erce and expand th e 
grow th of th eir city. 
In th e m eantim e, 
th e Bonanza m ines poured th eir prodi­ 
gious w ealth into th e coffers of San 
Francisco, an d an e ra of architectural 
developm ent took place th a t surpassed 
all th at had gone before. 
W e have th u s 
hastily sk etch ed th e experience of San 
Francisco in h e r grow th. 
B ut it is to be 
rem arked th a t, with each recovery from 
a period of depression, th e values of real 
estate steadily advanced, 
and never 
receded 
We take it th a t th is is th e law of de­ 
velopm ent of all cities th at can justify 
th eir ex isten ce by th e m erit of th eir loca 
tion au d th e productive value of th eir 
tributary territo ry . 
T he experience of 
Los Angeles, on a sm all scale, was sim ­ 
ilar to th at of San F ran cisco , prior to 
1880. 
T he boom of 1875 w as checked by 
th e bank collapse of th e succeeding year 
an d the h eg ira to A rizona; yet 
th e 
realty values of 1875 receded but slightly 
after th e financial c ris is ; a n d w hen tn e 
m arch forw ard of 1880-2 began to m ake 
itself sen sib ly felt, th en prices shot up­ 
ward, and k ep t ascending until less th an 
a year ago, w hen th ey seem ed to have 
reached th e ir top notch for the present, 
until an o th er upw ard m ovem ent begins, 
w hen they w ill go aw ay ah ead of w hat we 
now deem reasonable values. 
In our su m m ary of S an Francisco’s 
grow th it w ill bo seen th at she was fa 
vored tw ice by adventitious 
circum ­ 
stances. 
A rem ote T erritory cam e in ac­ 
cidentally an d unexpectedly to suddenly 
swell her w ealth and give an extraordi 
nary im petus to h e r prosperity. 
She 
would have steadily grow n w ithout this 
fortuitous help , for h er situation was 
such as to m ark her o ut for a great com­ 
m ercial c ity ; but h er grow th would have 
been slow an d gradual. 
In som e respects Los Angeles possesses 
advantages of situation superior to those 
of San Fraaoisco. 
She has a back 
country of lim itless possibilities of pro­ 
duction, an d includes in 
her soil-re- 
sources a character of products far m ore 
valuable th a n those of th e north. 
And 
in m ineral resources, Los Angeles is 
adm irably situ ated to becom e th e com ­ 
m ercial focus of 
a w ider ex ten t 
of 
territory, rich in ores, than Sao Francisco 
could boast in her developing days. From 
Piocbe to Calico, and from San G abriel 
cafion to th e u tterm o st lim its of Arizona, 
we are in position to m ake the m ineral 
wealth of tb a t im perial region tributA ry 
to the future growth and prosperity ot 
our city. 
Los Angeles is now in a b etter position 
as to w ealth, population and 
future 
growth th an San F rancisco was in 1883; 
and another decade w ill see our city, if 
not side by side w ith San Francisco, 
at 
least 
a good 
second to h er in 
all th at goes to m ake a city great and 
prosperous. 
Our people will then look 
back to th e property values of th e pres­ 
en t tim e som ew hat as the people of San 
Francisco look back to th eir property 
values in 1863. The advance will cer­ 
tainly be steady and s u re ; and if som e 
of our trib u taries should, happily, m eet 
w ith an access of C om stock luck, as is 
very possible, we shall w itness a m arch 
forw ard such as will fill w ith regret all 
who have failed to tak e proper advantage 
of their present golden opportunity.

dations. 
If th e agent pay th e four dol­ 
lars out of h is own pocket so as to keep 
up his business, then he w ill find h im ­ 
self estopped from buying througti tickets 
because he is thereby cutting rates. 
The 
excursion m en can see no w ay out of the 
dilem m a, a n d the P u llm an s, therefore, 
rem ain m asters of th e excursion field. 
The 
independent 
excursion 
agents 
were doing a good work for Southern 
C alifornia. 
T ake th e P hillips agency, 
for instance. 
T hat concern was worked 
altogether in th e interest of this section 
and was th e m eans of bringing a great 
m any E astern people here. 
It ad v er­ 
tised our section in a very effective and 
especial m an n er, and spent a great deal 
of its profits in doing so. 
Now it is sh u t 
out of business. 
T h e Pullm ans, having

th e census of 1880 gave- u s a population 
of 11,300 souls, against, probably, 85,000 
now. 
A sh o rt retrospect w ill therefore 
not be w ithout interest b oth to new an d 
old residents. 
T he old 8pani9h portion of the tow n 
extended from F irst stre e t towards th e 
north a n d east, em bracing, am ongst tb e 
rest, C hinatow n, Sonora, Aliso street 
and th e w hole district tow ards the river. 
The new or A m erican portion of Los 
Angeles was laid off by G en. Ord, th en a n 
officer of m inor rank, w ho afterw ards at 
tain ed a grea 
reputation in the U nion 
arm y. 
This 
section 
was 
laid 
out 
in 
blocks 
GOO 
feet 
by 330 
feet. 
T he lots were 120 feet front by 105 deep. 
T he old, or S panish, portion was laid out 
by th e M exican authorities long prior to 
th e A m erican occupation. 
In those days, tw enty to tw enty-five 
years ago. th e largest property-ow ner in 
the city was J o h n T ta p U . The n e x t 
largest was Don Abel Stearns. 
B. D. 
W ilson was also a considerable holder of 
real estate, as was also W illiam Wolfs- 
kill. 
All th ese gentlem en are 
since 
dead. 
To give som e idea of th e prices th a t 
prevailed ior city property in those days 
we shall refer to som e sales of th e 
Tem óle estate, w hich took place in 18GG 
or ’G7. 
Jo h n Tem ple w as a m ost e n te r­ 
prising citizen, who, a t th e tim e of his 
death, had had large transactions in 
M exico and w ith the M exican G overn­ 
m ent. 
W hen he died he left an im ­ 
m ense estate, in Los A ngeles and else­ 
w here in California. 
M r. A. F . H inch- 
m an was appointed executor and th e 
widow w eut to reside in P aris, w here she 
still lives, we believe. 
T he settlem ent 
of her extensive business affairs was left 
in 
th e h an d s 
of 
H in ch m an , 
w ho 
was her brother-in-law as well as th e 
executor, having m arried h er sister about 
the tim e H orton had started a big boom 
iu 
San Diego, 
and 
M r. 
H inchm an 
thought it would be au excellent idea to 
sell out th e Los Angeles property and in ­ 
vest it in lands located in our Southern 
neighbor. 
H e accordingly advertised 
extensive blocks for sale, w hich included 
th e present New m ark. th en known as tb e 
Tem ple Block, th e Downey Block and 
the C oujthouse. A t th e tim e of the sale, 
the older portion of th e Tem ple Block, 
facing on C ourt street, was then s ta n d ­ 
ing, and was com paratively new, th at 
portion w hich fronts on M ain and Spring 
streets h aving been built five or six years 
later. 
T he different eras of th e buildings 
are well m arked in the v arian t styles of 
architecture. 
The block was knocked 
down for $16,000. T he probability is 
th at it could not now be purchased for 
$500,000, and it undoubtedly yields a 
handsom e incom e on those figures. 
T he 
Downey Block was sold at th e sam e 
tim e for $15,003 or $16,000—one or th e 
other figure. 
A t th at tim e a single story 
building stood on it, w hich was a fter­ 
wards increased to two stories. 
T he 
C ourthouse, w hich w as th en a m arket 
house, was 
sold 
to 
Dr. 
Griffin 
for 
$15,000 or $16,000. 
G overnor Downey 
would probably refuse less th an $500,000 
for his block, and capitalized at those 
figures it wonld be a rem unerative in ­ 
vestm ent. 
T ne C ourthouse block w ould 
probably bring $150,000. 
Dr. Griffin af­ 
terw ard sold it to the county of Los A n­ 
geles for $25,000, and th ere was a g reat 
outcry raised about th e transaction at 
th e tim e, th e Board of Supervisors being 
accused of favoritism . 
Of course th is 
was absurd, an d m erely excites a sm ile 
now. 
A t this sam e sale th e block betw een 
Second an d T hird streets, fronting 603 
feet on S pring an d F o rt streets, and 330 
feet on Second and T h ird streets, was 
sold for less th ah $2,000, or about $100 a 
lot. T he n e x t block on Spring and F ort 
streets brought even less. 
T hese were nor cash sales. 
On th e 
leading parcels $5,000 w as paid dow n, 
th e rest accruing in annual installm ents 
of $100 each. 
M r. H inchm an sold out 
th is valuable property iu Los A ngeles 
when values were a t th e bed-rock, and 
invested the m oney in San Diego real 
estate w hen the first little H orton boom- 
let m ade its appearance. 
The transfer 
was a disastrous one, a n d th e am ount of 
m oney lost by th e change it would be 
h ard to com pute. 
Old Don Benito W ilson ow ned th e 
block w here th e Farm ers A M erch an ts’ 
Bank now stands, the D ucom m un Block 
and m uch o th er property. 
F or years h e 
kept a store on th e present site of th e 
bank. 
A n interesting circum stance is 
th at th e V ice-President of th e F a rm e rs’ 
& M erchants’ bank, M r. L . C. Goodw in, 
was doing business away hack in 1853 on 
th e sam e spot w here he now m eets the 
patrons of th a t institution. 
Thirty-Bix 
years is a long tim e in th is country of 
rapid changes. 
He afterw ards associ­ 
ated him self w ith Mr. Polaaki, and the 
firm was one of the best know n in the 
Southern country. 
A bout th e tim e of th e H inchm an sale 
of the Jo h n Tem ple eBtate, th e city sold a 
num ber of six ty acre blocks a t auction in 
portions of th e town th a t were scarcely 
settled at all. 
Ex-M ayor Prudent B eau­ 


dry bought one of th ese blocks—th a t on 
w hich th e State N orm al School now 
stands, for $129. 
H e laid it out in w hat 
is now know n us the Bellevue Terrace 
tract. 
U p till 1872 ho hud sold off of his 
purchase $137,000 worth of city lots, ami 
had som e of th e lots left. 
T his wonld 
give a fair rate of in terest from th e or­ 
thodox date ol th e creation of th e world 
down to th e p resent tim e. If wo h ad the 
space we could1 give m any other instances 
alm ost equally astooishiog. 
T his enor­ 
m ous enhancem ent took place in five 
years. 
A t th u t tim e Mr. Beaudry ex ­ 
hibited rem arkable energy in im proving 
th e city, grading streets through th e hills, 
laying w ater m ains and building reser­ 
voirs, w hich latter he supplied w ith water 
from springs located on his property near 
th e junction of U pper M ain am i A lam eda 
streets, forcing th e w ater up to th e reser­ 
voirs by powerful pum ps. H e was m uch 
assisted in bringing th e hills into vogue 
as a place of residence by M r. J . W . 
Pott s. Between th em they created «Tem­ 
ple street, cutting down hills and doing 
an am ount of grading w hich w ould have 
done honor to a m unicipality of consid­ 
erable w ealth a n d population.

E ast Los Angele» is distinctively th e 
creation of Dr. Griffin, aided afterw ards 
by 
M r. 
H ancock M. Jo h u sto n , his 
nephew , w ho, after things got well under 
way, took en tire charge of th e work. 
T here is a very am using story of ¿he way 
th e Doctor acquired possession of East 
Los Angeles an d th e adjoining bills, 
which he told to th e w riter m any veors 
ago. 
H e was at th at tim e C ounty Phy9i 
cum . 
M oney was quite scarce, and th e 
Board of Supervisors, (th eco n n ty ow ning 
th e land across th e riv er;, w ho w ere in 
d eb t to him in a considerable am ount, 
hit upon th e happy expedient of paying 
off th e obligation in land. 
T he Doctor 
assented to th e proposition, and the 
County Surveyor was put to work to 
segregate from th e public dom ain enough 
real estate to satisfy th e claim . 
H e kept 
extending th e territory at such an alarm ­ 
ing rate th at th e Doctor, who thought 
th ere ought to be m oderation in every­ 
th in g , w as obliged to take a shot-gun to 
m ake him Btop. 
If our esteem ed fellow 
citizen could have looked ahead a few 
years, th ere would h ave been no shot­ 
gun episode. 
In 1873 th e only rosidence on th e E ast 
Los Angeles eide of th e riv er was the 
residence of Dr. Griffin, afterw ards occu­ 
pied by H ancock M. Johnston and his 
family". 
loiter it was bought by Ed. 
Schieffelin, th e discoverer of tb e T om b­ 
stone m ine, for a hom e for h is father. 
E ast Los A ngeles grew apace, an d it is 
now one of th e m ost beautiful, healthful 
and attractive q uarters of th e city.

W a s h in g t o n , M arch 1.—lu th e Sen­ 
ate, Sherm an, from th e C om m ittee on 
Foreign R elations, rep o rted back the 
Senate bill for th e protection of salm on 
fisheries in A laska, w ith a recom m enda­ 
tion th at th e House am en d m en t, ex tend­ 
ing thfc provisions of the bill to L ;h rin g 's 
Sea, be disagree J to. 
T h o am endm ent 
was disagreed to and a conference asked. 
Jones, of N evada, rep o rted bock th e res­ 
olution, w hich was agreed to, authorizing 
th e C om m ittee on P ublic B uildings and 
Grouuds to continue th e investigation of 
th e office of the S upervising A rchitect of 
th e T reasury. 
Stew art offered a r esc lo­ 
tion, w hich was agreed to , authorizing

THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g t o n , M arch 1.— In the House 
the resolution passed to prom ote com ­ 
m ercial union with C nnada. 
It provides

a desire to establish com m ercial union 
with th e U nited States, hav in g a uniform 
revenue system , like in tern al tax es and 
like im p o rt duties, w ith no duties upon 
trade betw een th e U n ited S tates and 
C anada, he shall appoint th ree com m is­ 
sioners to m eet those designated to rep 
resent C anada to p repare a plan for a g

equitable division of receipts in the 
com m ercial union. 
The conference report on the bill for 
th e relief 
of 
certain volunteers aud 
regular soldiers of th e J^te war a n d the 
war w ith M exico, as to th e rem oval of 
charges of desertion, w as agreed to in 
the H ouse. 
Holm e», of Iowa, called up th e Des 
Moines R iver Land bill w ith tlie Presi­ 
d e n t’s veto m essage th ereo n . 
C risp, in the in terest oi the C alifornia 
contested election case, raised th e ques­ 
tion of consideration. 
Tlie H ouse determ ined, yeas 136, nays 
114, to consider th e vetoed bill, but its 
consideration was suspended to allow 
H olm an, of In d iau a, to present th e con­ 
ference report on th e bill for th e dispos.il 
of certaiu public lan d s of th e U nited 
States under provisions of the hom estead 
law. 
A statem ent accom panying the re 
port e xplains th at th e bill will o nly pre­ 
vent fu rth er sales of any public lands of 
th e U nited States ad ap ted to agriculture, 
and provides th at th ess sh all be disposed 
of only u nder provisions of the hom e 
stead law . 
The bill further provides th a t pre-em p­ 
tion settlers whose claim s have been 
heretofore initiated and a re still exist­ 
ing, m ay change th eir filings and a n entry 
of hom esteadw ill be considered u n d er th at 
law . T he right of locatiou oi soldiers 
certificates iu left as un d er the existing 
law . T he report was agreed to—yeas 
243, nays 7. 
On m otion of Stockdale, of M ississippi 
and after a brief d ebate, th e Senate bill 
was passed for th e forfeiture of certain 
road g ran ts in Oregon. T h e Dcs Moines 
R iver L in d bill was th en taken up for 
consideration. 
H olm es urged th e passage of th e bill, 
th e P resident’s veto to th e co n trary , not­ 
w ithstanding. 
T he bill sought only to 
allow settlers to go into court and in 
quire w hether the Dea M oines Naviga 
tion C om pany had com plied w ith the 
term s of th e grant. W hite, of New York, 
said th e argum ent th a t th e bill wa9 in ­ 
tended only to quiet titles was specious. 
T he m easure was a legislative decree de­ 
fying th e decisions of th e U nited States 
Suprem e C ourt for the past tw enty years. 
It would have been easier for C leveland 
to have fallen in accord w ith th e popular 
voice an d signed th e bill, hut th e man 
had show n he had a conscience about 
th is business. All honor to th e inan who 
dared to refuse to do a popular act be* 
cause he kuew it was w rong. 
W heeler,

clear case of collusion. 
P ay son, of Illi­ 
nois, sent to the C lerk’s desk a n d had 
read a telegram w hich h ad been pub­ 
lished in the papers, stating th a t 703 
evictions were th reaten ed in th ree coun­ 
ties in Iow a. 
H e spoke h e said, in b e­ 
half of th e m en w hose property was 
being taken from them by legislative 
robbery. 
W ho spoke for th e m illion­ 
aires, for th e m en holding the N avigation 
C om pany’s title? T he paid attorneys and 
lobbyists of the N avigation C om pany had 
been heard all around th is h all ever 
since the pendency of th is legislation. 
The gentlem an from A labam a ( W heeler) 
had said th at, so far as he knew, he had 
never seen a lobbyist against th e bill. 
T he gentlem an knew , an d he (Payson), 
knew th at ex-m em bers of Congress, with 
th e m oney of th e N avigation C om pany in 
their pockets, in violation of th eir privi­ 
leges as ex-m em bers, cam e on th e floor 
to stifle legislation, and had conferred 
w ith tb e gentlem an a t th is session to his

‘‘Ponsonby’* arrived from Paris Tues­ 
day morniog. His only baggage was a 
small hand-bag. Boon after his arrival 
he sent a telegraphic dispatch to London. 
The Standard ssys that it is able to con­ 
firm the statement that the suicide was 
Piggott. When arrested he took the situ­ 
ation coolly and then*tiirew the officers 
off the scent. With the excuse that he 
wished to get his overcoat, he retired to 
an alcove and there shot himself. He 
died instantly. His head was terribly 
disfigured. ______ 


P ig g o tt Dies, “ As the Fool D ietli,’

L ondon, March 1.—In the Commons 
this afternoon, Home Secretary Mathew s, 
in reply to a question, said that Consta 
ble Preston had twice visited a prisoner 
named Tracy, at the instance of Soames, 
solicitor for the Times. 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt asked 
whether it was in accordance with prison 
rules that Soames should send an agent 
to a prisoner. Matthews replied that 
Tracy was entitled to receive a visit of 
once a week. 
Harcourt: “ Are friends’ visits con­ 
strued to mean visits from an Irish Con­ 
stable acting under orders from the 
Times?” (Opposition cheers.) 
M átthews: “ An Irish Constable has 
the right to visit any prisoner.” 
W. H. Smith denied that the govern­ 
ment had placed the Irish constabulary 
at the disposal of the Times. 
Brunner 
(Liberal) asked Smith 
whether tbe libelous publication en 
titled “Parnellism and Crime” was Dot 
still exposed ior Bale on h¡B (Sm ith’s) 
stalls. This question was followed by n 
great uproar. W hen order had been re­ 
stored Smith said: “ I appeal to you, 
Mr. Speaker; I appeal to the members, 
whatever their difference of opinion may 
be. whether such questions ought to be 
addressed to me.” (Cheers.) 
Gladstone then resumed the debate ou 
the address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech. He held that there were three 
main issues raised in the amendment 
under discussion. The House was called 
upon entirely to disclaim the present ad­ 
ministration of the Irish government. It 
waH asserted that to this system was due 
the aversion of the people to Great 
Britain, and, finally, the House was 
asked to adopt measures of conciliation. 
They owed an apology to the people of 
Ireland for allowing tbe great question of 
the domestic government of their coun­ 
try to remain uniutroduced in the pres­ 
ent Parliament. Chamberlain told them 
that the measure of local govern­ 
ment 
for 
Ireland 
must 
be 
in­ 
definitely postponed. That m eant that, 
in some future Parliament, possibly, 
gentlemen c lliug themselves Liberal- 
Ünionists, might incline to look up an 
Irish government. It was said ihat the 
present government of Ireland had been 
remarkably successful but for the diffi­ 
culties placed in the way of it in connec­ 
tion with the land question. Who placed 
them there? Why, Chamberlain, and 
Hartington, and their friends. They 
created the land difficulty, and when the 
effects of the prevailing distress became 
patent, they obstinately refused to deal 
with them. The refusal was followed by 
the Plan of Campaign. There were many 
cases in which law-makerB were more 
responsible than law-breakers, and this 
was one of them. [Cheers.) The Govern­ 
ment continued to declare their anxiety 
to settle the land question; yet, with a 
large majority behind them, Chamber­ 
lain appealed to him to propound a 
scheme for the settlement of the ques­ 
tion. The responsibility for the delay in 
coming to a settlement must rest upon 
the majority in power. [Cries of “ H ear,” 
“ H ear.” ] The refusal to produce the 
measure would tend still farther to ex­ 
pose the ut er hollowness of Conserva­ 
tive assurances in regard to Ireland and 
the real determination of the majority to 
do nothing to ameliorate the condition of 
the Irish people. [Cheers.] 
Gladstone proceeded to show from the 
results of hye-elections that the opinion 
of the country was turning to Home 
Rule. He next contested the assertion 
that the improving condition.of Ireland 
was due to the administration of the 
Government, and expressiug surprise 
that the increase in agricultural values 
was put to the credit of the Government. 
Referring to the 
Parnellite 
pris­ 
oners, he denounced the degrading 
hardships 
and personal indignities 
they suffered. He denied that the treat­ 
ment of political prisoners, under tbe 
Liberal Government, was similar. No 
other Governm ent, Liberal or Conserva­ 
tive, had given imprisoned political men 
such usage. [Cheers]. Balfour’s plea 
that the treatm ent of prisoners could not 
be altered without alteration of rules be­ 
yond his power was ludicrous. 
The 
plain truth waH that the present treat­ 
ment of the prisoners was a part of the 
system of extreme repression. 
Gladstone proceeded to give a glowing 
account of the progress of Ireland under 
Drummond, from 1835 to 1840, contrast­ 
ing it with the regime of Balfour. He 
declared that the breach between the 
people and the Government was now 
widening, and the confidence of the peo­ 
ple in the law and the administrators of 
the law was impaired and almost gone. 
I Cheers). 
In conclusion, Gladstone said: “ To 
continue the state ot things under which 
so many representatives of this House 
are placed under the ban of proscription, 
is impossible. You may deprive of its 
grace and freedom the act yon are asked 
to do. 
but avert it you cannot. 
[Prolonged cheers.] 
To prevent the 
consummation of it is utterly beyond 
your pow^r. It seems to approach at an 
accelerated rate, but, come slowly or 
quickly, it is surely coming, and many 
of you who have opposed it m ust al­ 
ready see. in the handwriting on tbe 
wtill, signs of your coming doom.” 
(Cheers.) 
Goshen denied that the Government 
desired to delay the extension of local 
government in Ireland. W hat right, he 
asked, had Gladstone to presumo it 
would not be dealt with iu the present 
Parliament? W hen the time was oppor­ 
tune, the Government would be ready to 
grapple with the difficulties. He was 
hopeful of better success than that which 
attended Gladstone’s proposals.

Egan, who was in this city to-day, on 
his way to Washiugton, had his atten­ 
tion called to a published statem ent of 
Dr. McCahey, of Philadelphia, impeach­ 
ing the accuracy of the London cable­ 
gram to the Associated Press on the day 
day of the exposure of Piggott’s falsity 
The statement of McCahey was to the 
effect that Egan and Sullivan did ¡not 
make tbe exposure, and that Father 
Dorney did not carry papers to London 
bnt that they were taken over by a Mr. 
Robertson. 
Mr. Egan declared the 
McCahey statem ent altogether wrong, 
and corroborated the story given in the 
Associated Press cablegram of February 
25th. Mr. Egan gave the reporter some 
interesting gossip on the character of 
Piggott and his methods of raising money, 
etc. When asked if he believed that 
Piggott originated the ccheme or was 
hired to do it, Mr. Egan said: “ I be­ 
lieve that he concocted the whole plot 
alone; but I also believe that he Bold 
the Times people the goods they 
wanted to buy. The Times did not 
expect to get into the sort of hearing 
which is now on. The supposition was 
that Parnell would bring a libel suit in 
the ordinary way. Then he would have 
had to go on the stand in the ordinary 
way, and swear he never wrote the let­ 
ters published. The Times would have 
been enabled to put expert after expert 
on the stand to swear that the writing 
was Parnell’s. In view of this, an Eng­ 
lish jury would never have taken Par­ 
nell’s word, and would have given a ver­ 
dict against him .”

FINANCIAL. 


Tlie Effect of f ine Hotel Accoiunio- 
dattotin. 
The Rev. Henry M. Field has lately been 
down to Florida and he writes back to 
his paper his impressions of that State. 
His last trip iu search of health and rec­ 
reation was to the M editerranean Coast 
of Africa, Gibralter and the Riviera. He 
wrote for the magizines delightful notes 
of his travels. His last experience seems 
to have pleased him mightily, and the 
principal factor in his pleasant impres­ 
sions appears to be the perfection of the 
Hotel Ponce de Leon, at St. Augustine, 
which was built by Henry M. Flagler, of 
New Yerk, at enormous outlay. Writing 
to the New York Evangelist, Mr. Field 
says of this splendid hotel: 
Counoieeurs of fine architecture are 
not apt to look for models in hotels, but 
in churches and cathedrals; in palaces 
and stately mansions. The city of New 
York abounds in hotels, but it has not 
ono that is worth looking at for its archi­ 
tecture. The W indsor, if it stood out in 
the country, beside a stream of water, 
would be taken for a paper mill or a cot­ 
ton factory. Or it might be some public 
institution, whose needs required that 
which was useful rather than orna­ 
mental, as its stories are all just alike, 
with just so many windows, of just the 
same size, as if they opened into the 
small rooms intended for the wards 
of an asylum. 
There is some ex­ 
cuse for this in a crowded city, 
where tbe largest buildings must be 
put on a line with the street, to utilize 
every foot of space, for there is not room 
to have a great central court. This must 
be reserved for a situation less crowded, 
where there is more elbow-room. 
It is 
also more suited to a climate warmer 
than that of the North—conditions which 
seem to meet in this old Spanish town 
of St. Augustine. And so it came to pass, 
{uite naturally, that a gentleman of New 
York, who had been here often enough 
0 appreciate the place, and see its possi­ 
bilities, should have a mind to build a 
hotel after his own fancy, that should 
meet all requirements, and ho a welcome 
retreat for those who, fleeing from the 
severe winters of the North, Bhould 
seek a place of health and of rest. 
He saw 
that the Spanish style 
of 
architecture was best adapted 
to a warm clim ate; and having the good 
fortune to engage an architect who en­ 
tered with spirit into the design, dis­ 
patched him to Spain, to study the best 
specimens of Spanish architecture io 
Toledo, Cordova, Seville and Granada. 
The result has been a structure quite 
unique in this country, and the like of 
which I have not seen anywhere. 
Having ample space, there was no 
need to crowd anything, so that the 
building, instead of being one huge 
mass, could be thrown into pavilions, 
grouped round a great court, with its 
fountains aud flowers; with projecting 
balconies (which, if not crowded with 
Spanish señoritas, are none the less 
charming with American ladies); and 
belfry-like towers, rising at the angles, 
with open arches, from which one can 
overlook the town and look far out to 
sea, and which, hung at night with 
many colored lights, create a fairy-like 
scene. 
Such is the general plan. But, of 
course, in a building of such extent, 
there is no end of details, which have to 
be worked out with the utmost care. 
These I could not help observing as I 
walked about the several parts of the 
great whole. I do not profoss to know 
much about architecture, but, like a 
good many others, I know just enough to 
find fault. W ithout technical knowledge, 
1 have a sort of instinct of proportion 
and of harmony, which detects what is 
not in accord with them, even when it 
may be difficult to point out just where 
the fault lies. If I go into a new church, 
and it be too long for its width, or the 
ceiling be too high or too low, 1 “ feel it 
in my bones.” Bo, in the decoration of 
room, 
or 
the 
furnishing 
of 
it, if there be a want of har­ 
mony of color, my jlesh begins to creep 
before I can tell precisely what is the 
matter. In this way I have gone about 
the Ponce de Leon, not with a measuring 
line in my bund, but trusting solely to 
my eye, and I have not been able to 
detect a single fault. “The height and 
the length and the breadth” of it are not 
“ equal,” but they are in perfect propor­ 
tion. As an editor, true to his calling, I 
nave been a little disappointed that I 
could not find something to criticise; but 
I give It up. Nor have I found any glar­ 
ing color which offends my taste. On 
the walls and ceilings, and even in the 
furnishing, in carpets and curtains and 
upholstery, everything is subdued to 
that soft and quiet tone which is most 
pleasing aud grateful to the eye. 
This hotel, and very naturally, capti­ 
vated Mr. Field. The property valua­ 
tions of the county of Los Angeles exceed 
those of the whole State of Florida. Our 
climate is incomparably bettor than the 
climate of that State. But we have no 
such a hotel as the Ponce de i^eon. Why 
not? We had better pull ourselves to­ 
gether and get one if we deeire to get our 
aharo of tourist and invalid travel.
